Harriet Miers, George W. Bush’s nominee for 

the Supreme Court seat relinquished by retir- 
ing justice Sandra Day O’Connor, was first hired by 
W in 1993 ina title dispute over his East Texas 
fishing house. This tells us just about everything 
we are likely to know about why the president 
nominated her. m4 

Miers’s nomination will probably elicit more 
psychoanalysis of the president than analysis of 
the nominee’s credentials — about which we 
know little. We do know, however, that nothing 
so far suggests she will make a worthwhile con- 
tribution to American jurisprudence. Miers has 
the résumé commercial litigator represent- 
ing corporations more interested in “the business 
of business” than “the business of life.” It’s not 
that her skills might not be useful on the 
Supreme Court; rather, they seem woefully in- 
sufficient. As such, Miers’s confirmation battle 
will probably be fought not so much over ideolo- 
gy as over aptitude and breadth. 

Since we are forced to grasp at straws, one re- 
vealing fact, perhaps, that Miers (Southern 
Methodist University, Class of 1967) was just one 
year ahead of First Lady Laura Bush (Class of 1968). 
Go Mustangs! Over the past few years, women 
have developed an old-school-tie network to rival 


that of the boys, as attested by the number of 
“Friends of Hillary” sitting on the federal bench to- 
day. Unlike this Friend of Laura, however, FOHs 
include some the most talented and experienced 
legal thinkers of the day. 

Miers is not dumb — there won’t be a repeat of 
the 1970 battle over Richard Nixon’s nomination of 
the hack G. Harold Carswell, which prompted the 
esteemed senator from Nebraska, Roman Hruska, 
to comment that even mediocri- 
ties deserve representation on 
the Supreme Court. But she isn’t 
the stuff the nation’s highest 
court, either. As Freud famously 
quipped about cigars, some- 
times a lawyer is just a lawyer, 
not a Supreme Court justice. 

Nonetheless, Bush truly out- 
did himself with Miers’s nomi- 
nation. Chief Justice John G. 
Roberts Jr.’s judicial philosophy 
was hard to pin down, but his 
credentials were impeccable 
(See “Passing Judgment,” News 
and Features, September 2.). 
Miers’s nomination gives the 
Senate even less to assess, in 
the way of either ideology or 

employment experience, much 
less to fight about. Unless, of 
course, the Senate concludes 
that candidate for the highest 
court in the land should have 
something to qualify her other 
than a career as a competent, 
hard-working lawyer and presi- 
dential loyalist. Pulling herself 
the bootstraps the dog- 
eat-dog man’s world large 
law firms and then decamping 
to Washington to toil away for 
Bush and his monied support- 
ers should garner Miers some- 
thing, of course. But the payoff 
should decent retirement 
package, not position the 
Supreme Court. 

Miers might the impos- 
sible: unite those the left 
and right, who, uncertain 
‘whether she will further their 
enemies’ partisan agendas, 
cancel each other out. 
What’s more, in the dubious 
tradition Bush’s strategy 
czars Dick Cheney leading 
the search for vice-president,

Sohrab Mohebbi the guitarist and vocal- 
ist for 127, Iran’s most popular under- 
ground band. But “underground” has a 
rather different connotation in Tehran 
than does here. With rock music only 
semi-legal, the septet practice sound- 
proof bunker on the outskirts of the city. 

“We have no other choice but being 
“‘underground,’” Mohebbi writes in an e- 
mail from stop their first American 
tour, which brings 127 to ZuZu in Cam- 
bridge Tuesday. “We put out 
any records yet, since we haven’t got the 
permissions from authorities.” 

After the 1979 Islamic revolution, most 
Western music was banned in Iran. In re- 
cent years, religious authorities have 
eased restrictions this “corrupting” 
influence little, but not Night- 
clubs are illegal. Musical performances 
are tightly circumscribed. 127 have been 
allowed to play exactly four gigs in the 
past four years, and audiences al- 
lowed to dance. 

Nonetheless, the band, who sing in 
English, melding indie-rock idioms with 
jazz influences and traditional Iranian 
melodies, have developed a strong follow- 
ing in the country’s teeming youth culture 
over the last five years. This despite the 
fact that there’s music scene speak 
in Iran. “There are bands playing in their 
basements,” Mohebbi writes. “But no 
one knows about them but themselves.” 


Forbidden from playing live, groups find 
audiences instead through the Internet. 
127’s Web site (www.127band.com) dou- 
bles “our very own club.” 

The group, who chose their numeri- 
cal name because works both Eng- 
lish and Farsi, got unprecedented 
chance for wider recognition when they 
were invited to Austin’s mammoth South 
by Southwest music fest in March. So 
they saved their money and traveled to 
Dubai, where they stayed for three weeks 
being searched repeatedly and interrogat- 
ed about their reasons for coming to the 
States. Their visas were finally approved 
— two weeks after SXSW ended. 

But 127 are here now, and Mohebbi is 
suitably impressed. “Touring America is 
a wonderful adventure,” he writes. “The 
music scene is huge.” He never dreamed, 
for instance, that he’d have to miss a 
Jethro Tull concert because had gig 
of his own to play. And having the 
chance to see both Paul McCartney and 
Beck play the same city on the same 
night seems too good to be true. 

The chasm between cultures is not so 
wide. Which is why, as much as the re- 
pression at home, it’s false perceptions 
and artificial barriers that depress Mo- 
hebbi. The “Axis of Evil” he ain’t. 

In “My Sweet Little Terrorist Song,” 
singing nasally Bob Dylan voice over 
spare electric guitar, Mohebbi laments 


the fact that “when I cross the border, I’m 
somebody mean.” 

“| just wanna watch Dylan playin’ live / 
fly into the Pentagon alive And 
they catch plane from Amsterdam 
Believe it’s not for any political crime.” 

Mohebbi insists that 127 are not polit- 
ical band. For one thing, that wouldn’t be 
allowed back home. He's singing more 
generally, about the frustrations he and 
his friends share. “We talk about our lives 
and there are lots of issues making im- 
pacts our daily lives,” writes. “Some 
of them are political.” 

There are 48 million Iranians under the 
age of 30 — more than two-thirds of the 
population. While the mullahs still crush 
political dissent, their loosening social 
Testrictions meant sop the coun- 
try’s youth. In response, despairing of 
their inability to effect real change, many 
young people embrace this controlled pop 
culture as the best thing they’ve got going. 

The hope, of course, is that when this 
keyed-in generation is finally in charge, 
things will be much different. In the 
meantime, Mohebbi will keep playing 
music. “I have no idea what the country 
will look like in 20 years,” he writes. “All I 
can do is wish for the best.” _Mike Miliard

FOR SALE NOT? 


Rarely do 280-page budget-appropria- 

tions-bill drafts get called “absurd and 
laughable,” “not serious in any way,” “outra- 
geous and absurd,” and a “joke” — especially 
by the staff of the congressional-committee 
chairman who wrote it, But those are recent- 
quotes being bandied about as Representa- 
tive Richard Pombo (R-California) tries des- 
perately to backpedal from his own plan to 
sell off the country’s public land and parks. 

The leaked “Proposed Recommendations 

for Budget Reconciliation” for the 
Department of the Interior — an an- 
nual fall process for all departments a 
— includes a variety of startling 7 
new proposals, including the follow- ee 
ing doozies: 
@ Selling 16 national parks, includ- 
ing the Frederick Law Olmsted Na- 
tional Historic Site in Massachu- 
setts, to energy and real-estate spec- 
ulators. Along with other parcels 
pegged for sale, the plan would in- 
clude nearly a quarter of the coun- 
try’s total park-system acreage, ac-

Allowing private mining companies 
patent public land, an obscure practice creat- 
ed by the 1872 Mining Law that has been 
banned for 10 years. Under Pombo’s plan, 
companies could buy any public land they 
want for $1000 an acre, explains Lauren 
Pagel, legislative coordinator for Earth- 
Works, an environmental lobby. 

The document was sent from the House 
Resource Committee, which Pombo chairs, to 
the Congressional Budget Office last month, 
and from there was leaked to NPCA. Shock 
and outrage soon followed 
from environmental groups. 

But the document wasn’t 
a real proposal, says Brian 
Kennedy, spokesperson for 
the House Resource Commit- 
tee, of which Pombo is chair. 
“None these things are 
the table. At no time were 
they on the table,” Kennedy 
says. It was more like an in- 
tellectual exercise, to see 
how the Department of the 
Interior could save or raise an 
extra $2.4 billion — the 
amount the committee has 
been charged with saving. 

Not everyone buys it. 
“You do not draft legislation 


and send it to the Congressional Budget 
Office on a whim,” says Craig Obey, NPCA 
spokesperson. just don’t believe it.” 

But there is a subtext to this tempest, 
and it lies in the far-from-random $2.4 bil- 
lion figure. That happens to be the exact 
amount that would be raised by drilling in 
the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge (ANWR). 

So, one approach — the one Pombo sup- 
ports — would be to simply include ANWR in 
the budget-reconciliation bill. The leaked 
draft demonstrates the alternative — pur- 
porting to show the extraordinary lengths 
and pains necessary to raise $2.4 billion 


without ANWR. 


“He’s setting up a false choice,” says 
Obey. “The idea that you have to sell off na- 
tional parks ANWR ludicrous.” 

Obey and others are urging people to 
loudly protest the proposals the leaked 
document, despite Pombo’s backtracking. 
“If people don’t react strongly it, be- 
comes more serious next time.” 

But perhaps the more important public 
input will come when Pombo’s committee 
sends its real bill to the Budget Committee 
later this month — that is, for those con- 
cerned about Arctic drilling. Says Kennedy, 
“ANWR will the Resource Committee’s 
reconciliation package.”

Nick Park, 
one frame 
time 


More than 15 years after giving collegiate ston- 
ers the munchies for crackers and cheese at ani- 
mation festivals in Davis Square, Oscar-winning 
animation director Nick Park finally unveils 
Wallace @ Gromit: The Curse of the Were-Rabbit, the 
first feature-length film starring the eccentric 
inventor and his cunning canine companion. 
What took so bloody long, you say? You try com- 
ing up with an hour-and-a-half movie about a 
“veg-ravishing beast” and the two pest-control 
heroes who set out to destroy it, molding each 


character from clay and shooting them at 24 
frames per second. 

“Even though we were filming for nearly 
two years, there was a long lead-up, with de- 
sign, and three years in the writing, and we 
were writing and designing characters at the 
same time,” says Park as he sits in a cozy con- 
ference room at Boston's Ritz Hotel, the second 
stop of a whirlwind press tour. 

The new flick opens on the heels of Tim Bur- 
Corpse Bride, dazzling merger age-old 
stop-motion and bleeding-edge digital-anima- 
tion techniques. Compared to the antiseptic 
sheen of Corpse Bride, animators’ fingerprints 
showing the clay are part Wallace 
Gromit’s charm.

That’s good enough advance Novem- 
ber’s final, where four at-large slots will 
filled.

Then White, who failed land the en- 
dorsement Boston’s National Organiza- 
tion Women chapter few weeks back, 
took the microphone. And with City Hall 
looming behind her, she told the small au- 


reporters and baffled tourists that gen- 
der has direct policy implications. “Keep- 
ing woman’s voice the city council 
important for one simple reason,” White 
announced. “Women advocate for issues 
that affect women: education, childcare, 
elder care, women’s health, domestic vio- 
lence, and equal treatment the work- 
place. Let clear 1am the only 
candidate that has experience working 
these issues.” Next came brisk tour 
White’s résumé, which features stints 
the Heinz Foundation (where she worked 
women’s health and environmental is- 
sues) and Work Family Directions (where 
she worked expand childcare and elder- 
care services). 

“My personal experience has informed 
me,” White added. “As a new mother, as a 
young daughter caring for aging parents, 
recognize and understand the concerns 
that women face all across Boston every 
single day, and understand these chal- 
lenges firsthand. will bring this perspec- 
tive City Hall. will voice for women 
all across the city Boston.” 

Whoa there! Something’s not quite 
right with this argument. Let’s start with 
one line particular: recognize and un- 
derstand the concerns that women face all across 
Boston every single day, and understand these chal- 
lenges firsthand. 

Does White really believe this? 

Granted, White knows more about being 
anew mother balancing work and family 
than, say, Jimmy Kelly, Felix Arroyo, 
any the council’s nine other males. 
(Maureen Feeney, the district councilor 


from Dorchester, seems have been large- 
ly forgotten by White and her supporters.) 
And with her formal experience working 
least some women’s issues, White 
might bring something valuable the 
council if she’s elected. But let’s be honest: 


Patricia White not everywoman. 


Think about it. Talking about class 
always delicate, but the fact that White 
grew steeped power and privilege. 
Her ancestors both sides belonged 
Boston’s political aristocracy. Her father 
ran this city for 16 years, and was nearly 
the Democrats’ vice-presidential nominee 
in 1972. Before she moved to West Roxbury, 
White lived Beacon Hill, arguably 
Boston’s toniest neighborhood. Her hus- 
band, Isaac Fine, is a likeable guy who also 
Dodge, prestigious Back Bay law firm. 

Which means there are few challenges 
White can’t understand firsthand. Like 
knowing, low-income mothers through- 
out the city do, that your child may 
forced attend troubled public school. 
(White recently told the Phoenix she’d send 
her son city elementary school, but 
wouldn’t commit keeping him the 
system through high school.) worrying 
that her child will grow playing un- 
safe streets, like mothers too many 
neighborhoods. searching for decent- 
paying job with limited English skills and 
no connections, like countless female im- 
migrants. facing unpleasant financial 
choices, like which bills to pay late so your 
children can eat the end the month. 

Another problem: given the novelty 
and suddenness White’s determination 
the Women’s Candidate, her stance 
looks like sheer expediency.

Start,” News and Features, September 12, 
2003). This year — until now, at least — 
her slogan has been “Building Bridges for 
Better Boston,” ai alliterative but bland 
catchphrase that has nothing with 
gender. White’s Web site, 
ciawhite.com, still hasn’t caught with 
her message shift; there’s discussion 
there the need keep at-large fe- 
male on the council. What’s more, the 
subject went unmentioned the televised 
campaign commercial White unveiled just 
before the election. (In that spot the 
one with the empty folding chair White 
does say voice for women’s is- 
sues, well seniors, education, and 
economic 

Finally, parting question for White and 
her supporters: what are you doing elect 
Maura Hennigan? During White’s press 
conference, was repeatedly noted that 
Boston has had female at-large city coun- 
cilor since 1973. For the past few years, that 
honor has gone Hennigan. Now, though,

matic, and more articulate than most 
her fellow legislators short, just the 
kind person who would seem have 
boundless political future. But these cur- 
rent allegations are just the latest long 
line embarrassing missteps, including 
slew unpaid parking tickets, previous 
allegations campaign-finance viola- 
tions, and failure pay income tax for 
three years the early Wilkerson 
tender for congressional seat, maybe 
for the Boston mayor’s job. But her contin- 
ued inability avoid financial controversy 
makes this increasingly implausible. 

The allegations have yet proven. 
And for now, Wilkerson’s not talking. But 
some Wilkerson supporters seem inclined 
view the current case less troubling 
continuation long-term trend than 
political vendetta. Reilly, course, 
seeking the Democratic nomination for 
governor. His only opponent, this point, 
Deval Patrick, Bill Clinton’s former assis- 
tant attorney general for civil rights and, 
unlike Reilly, African-American. Wilk- 
erson, who also African-American, has 
staked out position unabashed

Given this and the fact that the al- 
leged violations date back 2000 one 
Wilkerson supporter suggests that this 
pure payback. “Don’t you think it’s patent- 
ridiculous that they’re drawing five- 
year-old allegations now?” this person 
asks. think he’s pandering more con- 
servative middle-of-the-road voters, do. 
think he’s trying out-Republican the Re- 
Tat Republican persuasion.” 

Strong words, these. But it’s hard 
see what Reilly would gain going after 
Wilkerson. There’s Sister Souljah mo- 
ment had here: Wilkerson’s alleged 
misdeeds are basically bookkeeping viola- 
tions, with obvious cultural resonance, 

and prosecuting Wilkerson unlikely 
get Reilly support among suburban inde- 
pendents who might otherwise vote Re- 
publican.

BRAWL ALLSTON-BRIGHTON 
This year’s at-large Boston City Council 
race getting plenty attention, and 
two district contests — Jimmy Kelly versus 
Susan Passoni in District Two, and John 
Tobin versus Gibran Rivera District Six 
have received some coverage well 
(See, respectively, “Urban plight,” News 
and Features, July 1, 2001; and “Rivera has 
the moves,” News and Features, August 
12.) But another contest District Nine 
Allston-Brighton, where incumbent Jerry 
McDermott facing challenger Paul 
Creighton has barely been noticed. 

Why not? Maybe because the McDermott- 
Creighton race lacks neat storyline. Un- 
like Passoni and Rivera, Creighton doesn’t 
personify any kind demographic cul- 
tural shift. Quite the opposite, actually: 
Creighton’s lived his entire life, 
and his candidacy represents, least part, 
the frustration long-time Boston residents 
with the current direction the city and 
with their perceived inability control it. 

Creighton especially agitated about 
the continued expansion Harvard, Boston 
College, and Boston University, and what 
calls the city’s unwillingness stand 
these institutions. Allston and 
Brighton, warns, are the verge 
becoming “one large dormitory.” 

How solve this problem? first 
step, Creighton proposes forcing colleges 
and universities house their students 
campus least until their senior year. This, 
course, would require the creation new 
dormitories, and still more institutional ex- 
pansion. But Creighton sees it, robust 
neighborhood organizations rather than 
cherry-picked committees stocked with 
mayoral appointees were place vig- 
orously defend neighborhood interests, 
Brighton and Allston would able wrest 
meaningful concessions from these institu- 
tions the process. The philosophy behind 
this approach hints Creighton’s back- 
ground organizer: for the last years, 
he’s worked the Allston/Brighton office 
Action for Boston Community Development.

“What’s going right now slap 
the face feminism,” says Jennifer 
Caravella, a/k/a Sicily, thin, raven- 
haired woman with nipple piercings and 
big eyes. “If SuicideGirls portrayed them- 
selves as Hustler, or Playboy, that would be 
fine, whatever people have the right 
make their own choices. But don’t pre- 
tend alternative and punk rock. 
There’s nothing punk rock 
about that Web site.” 

Founded late 2001, 
SuicideGirls.com was the 
brainstorm two Port- 
land, Oregon, residents 
who called themselves 
Spocky and Missy Suicide. 
The onetime couple de- 
signed the pin-up softcore 
porn site showcase “the 
most crush worthy women 
could find the plan- 
et, the girls with style and 
grace and sexiness that 
love.” The girls would post 
their own “photo sets,” 
keep journals, and eventu- 
ally run Web cams. 

Visitors could get free 
peek the girls, but 
they wanted become 
part the community, 
they would have pay for 
membership, which of- 
fered access all the 
photo sets and gave users 
the ability e-mail the 
girls and talk message 
boards. 

2001 was big year for 
alt-porn (Burning Angel, 
Supercult, and FrictionUSA all launched 
the same year), but SuicideGirls man- 
aged get leg up, probably because its 

founders reached way beyond money 
shots. Models and members alike ap- 
preciated the widely read and com- 
mented-on journals, well the 
site’s interviews with luminaries 
such Chuck Palahniuk (who’s 
credited with providing inspira- 
tion for the site’s name).

The recent wave 
SuicideGirl defections 
has reignited Dia’s anti- 
passion. Like many 
the women who have 
shared their stories 
the blogosphere, Dia de- 
scribes prickly relation- 
ship with president 
Suhl. This man, she 
says, the SuicideGirls 
puppeteer; “verbally 
abusive” his models 
and wields more control 
than Missy does. “It’s ex- 
ploitational women, 
and abusive,” she says, 
“because lures women 
with marketing scheme that pur- 
ports feminism, when actuality 
the sole owner the company 
active misogynist.” 

March 2003 story Oregon’s 
Willamette Week describes Suhl 
Canadian-born, neoconservative Hamp- 
shire College dropout who rarely meets 
members and estranged from his 
family but who “friendly and 
casual” person. 

Indeed, “when just meets you one 
two times peachy,” writes 24- 
year-old Kelly Kleinert, Shera, via 
e-mail. “But when you are forced 
around him, like the original models and 
the tour girls, almost inhuman. 
miserable person that takes his life/ 
business problems out the models.”

The former SuicideGirl from Pennsylvania 
says Suhl called tour girls “talentless, 
and ugly.” 

(Multiple calls and e-mails by the 
Phoenix headquarters elicited this 
mail statement from publicist Jennifer 
Vogelmann: “Despite our best efforts 
are not always able meet the individual 
needs each and every model. re- 
cently parted ways with several the 
SuicideGirls for various reasons. feel 
saddened their accusations and wish 
them well 

nothing else, Suhl tough busi- 
nessman. models get $300 per photo 
set, plus additional money they 
tour, shoot videos, pose photos 
with another girl. Meanwhile, they’re 
free model elsewhere, unless 
conflicts with interests. But Suhl has 
qualms about stopping payment 
checks for photo sets (as allegedly did 
“Apnea,” 20-year-old Houston college 
student who SuicideGirls about 
month ago when she found that she 
could make more money modeling for 
several different companies than she 
could abiding the exclusivity 
rules), or unleashing lawyers on former 
models who other sites (23-year-old 
“Dusty” got cease-and-desist letter 
just this week). 

Of course, it makes sense chat a com- 
pany would protect its interests and guard 
against competition.

In late july, Attorney General Alberto Gonzales 
announced that the would join the war 
against “obscenity” — with a renewed focus not on 
child pornography, but on the kind of porn that both 
depicts, and is consumed by, adults.

Department’s (BPD) ballistics unit have 
been critical putting hundreds people 
prison since the lab opened years 
ago, and dozens more every year. 

But the Phoenix has discovered that these 
firearms examiners the officers who an- 
alyze bullets and cartridge casings deter- 
mine whether particular gun was used 
for particular crime are ill-trained and 
inept. Compared with their counterparts 
big cities like New York, smaller cities 
like Pittsburgh, states like Illinois, 
Boston’s firearms examiners are amateurs, 
who would not qualify work those 
other jurisdictions. 

The BPD’s firearms examiners were not 
selected based any particular science 

background skill with firearms. They 
have been given special training sent 
any classes ballistics identification. 
They are given particular oversight. 


They have had recurring problem with 
misplaced evidence, BPD firearms ex- 
aminer Martin Lydon has conceded during 
testimony. 

And when these ballisticians, they’re 
called, have failed basic proficiency exams 
(as one recently admitted and then retract- 
the stand), their supervisors’ re- 
sponse has been nothing about it. 

Furthermore, some these BPD per- 
sonnel appear have deliberately misled 
juries. cases where they only have evi- 
dence that could match bullet car- 
tridge particular brand gun, they 
have been willing report, and testify, 
that matches specific gun. 

While DNA experts display their find- 
ings with numerical precision, and 
fingerprint experts demonstrate specific 
“points correspondence” against indus- 
try standards, the field bullet- and

And their typical fashion, the 
department will not concede that any- 
thing was wrong begin with, and they 
are not hiring anyone with expertise 
the field. 

Instead, they transferred Lieutenant 
Catherine Doherty command the unit. 
Before joining the lab last December, Do- 
herty conducted background investiga- 
tions the department’s new recruits 
and had never conducted firearm exami- 
nation. The department did send her toa 
training class the California Criminalis- 
tics Institute more than they’ve done 
with any other member the unit. 
many labs, this training would have been 
the first step, qualifying her begin 
one- two-year apprenticeship. But the 
ballistics unit the BPD, Doherty has 
been made the boss, reviewing other bal- 

isticians’ work and testifying trials. 
Meanwhile, the other firearms 


examiners the BPD have external 
training their craft. (They occasion- 
ally attend classes, sponsored gun sell- 
ers, about the manufacture their 
firearm models.) They were all trained 
solely through apprenticeships tagging 
along for year with senior ballistician 
who learned the same way from someone 
else who learned the same way. any bad 
habits low standards got into the mix, 
nothing prevented them from being 
passed down for 4o years. “A lot of prob- 
lems are very easy fall into with the ap- 
prentice system,” says James Gannola, 
independent forensic consultant 
Brooklyn, New York, who moved the New 
York City ballistics unit away from that 
kind training years ago. Earlier this 
year submitted business proposal 
the same for the BPD, but never 
heard back from them. 


MISPLACED FAITH 

Firearm examiners, more than most other 
forensics technicians, ask the jury rely 
strictly the results their expertise. 
their conclusions, examiners test- 
fire suspect gun create bullet car- 
tridge casing, and then compare those 
the bullets casings found crime 
scene. They are looking for “sufficient” 
corresponding microscopic markings 
declare them match say that they 
must have been fired the same gun.

That doesn’t necessarily mean that 
firearm matching less valid; but does 
mean that juries and detectives, prose- 
cutors, and defendants must take the 
examiners’ conclusions faith. Their 
ability the work well is, therefore, 
critical importance, which why most 
forensics labs employ quality-assurance 
manager although not the BPD, even 
though the accreditation they want re- 
quires one. And increasing number 
labs periodically administer proficiency 
their ballisticians. 

Until two weeks ago, nobody outside 
the BPD seems have known whether the 
department even tested its firearms exam- 
iners. Then, the stand during pre-tri- 
hearing Suffolk Superior Court, De- 
tective Tyrone Camper surprised the prose- 
cutor and defense attorneys saying that 
his eight years the unit, had been 
given “four five” proficiency tests the 
unit’s previous commander, Mark Vickers, 
the most recent being perhaps year anda 
half ago. each, had been given sever- 
shell casings and told determine 
which them did and which did not come 
from the gun provided. 

Camper could not recall all his re- 
sults, but knew that failed some, 
and believed that may have passed 
some. 

week later, the stand again, 
Camper recanted. have come learn 
that have not failed any” proficiency 
tests, said. have come learn that 
have passed them.” 

and state where the public 
obsessed with MCAS results, this sort 
happy-go-lucky attitude about expertise 
and testimony that could send people 
prison, some instances for life, 
strange indeed. 

It’s not clear which tests Camper was 
referring to; the BPD has not provided test 
either the lawyers that case 
the Phoenix. part the new push for 
accreditation, the BPD began using Com- 
parative Testing Systems (CTS) 
Roanoke, Virginia, sometime the past 
two years. CTS leading provider 


independent tests forensics labs, and 
failing its firearms proficiency exam 
rarity. Over the past four years, CTS has 
compiled results 1079 firearm- 
identification tests that type, including 
many given trainees, and only con- 
tained any mis-identifications. 

The BPD would not answer questions 
provide any interviews response re- 
quests from the Phoenix. Doherty and 
Camper both declined direct requests for 
interviews. public-information request 
for proficiency-exam results submitted 
two weeks ago was not fulfilled. 

other labs, failure any proficiency 
exam would cause near-panic. the 
least, the examiner would immediately 
placed remedial training, and the lab 
would probably conduct thorough re- 
view his her recent work, say super- 
visors ballistics labs other states. “It’s 
unforgiving field,” says Michelle 
Kuehner, associate crime-lab director for 
the Allegheny County, Pennsylvania, 
coroner’s office, where she supervises the 
county’s ballistics lab. Her four firearms 
examiners all take two proficiency exams 
each year, and none have failed yet. “The 
lab does not want person who has made 
mistake continue working the lab.” 

New York City, where the ballisti- 
cians take annual proficiency tests, the 
few who fail are immediately taken off 
case work, says Gannalo, who helped cre- 
ate and oversee that city’s ballistics train- 
ing and testing program, first member 
the unit and later independent 
forensic consultant. The ballistician 
placed corrective action, usually includ- 
ing remedial training. The department re- 
views all his her paperwork, and pulls 
cases random review. Only after 
the department satisfied with the work, 
and the ballistician passes least one new 
test, does return him her duty. 

Not Boston. 

Whether Camper any his col- 
leagues failed remains open question. 
The BPD has yet release evidence 


anyone its ballistics staff having 
passed proficiency test, nor have any 
them mentioned doing so in court. (Their 
failure discuss the matter makes 
difficult determine whether such test 
results exist.) What know that, 
there have been any failures, they have 
not led additional training for Camper 
anyone else. According prosecutors 
the Suffolk County District Attorney’s 
office, Camper never bothered inform 
anyone there that he, their “expert wit- 
ness,” believed he had flunked a test of 
his abilities. 

Camper, who joined the department 
1986 and transferred ballistics 
1997 after stints as a patrolman, in the 
drug-control unit, and on the homicide 
squad, has testified more than times. 
has Martin Lydon, who joined the bal- 
listics unit 2000 after years perform- 
ing other duties the department. 
James O’Shea, ballistics supervisor 
since 1998, has testified “hundreds 
times,” according his responses 
court. All them were trained solely 
the apprentice system. 

Many, many people have gone 
prison, for many years for life, based 
large part the claims Camper, 
Lydon, and O’Shea, and two others who 
recently left the ballistics unit. Carl 
Washington retired earlier this year, and 
George Foley was transferred out the 
unit, for reasons not made available 
the BPD. Both men also had testified 
hundreds cases. 

one those cases, Washington 
testified against Michael Prochilo fed- 
eral court. Prochilo was convicted 1997 
gun-possession charges and sentenced 
years prison. The conviction was 
later reversed, and the retrial Prochilo 
was acquitted after forensic scientist 
David Lamagna, American Forensic 
Technologies Andover, rebutted Wash- 
ington’s claims. 

addition how unreliable their tes- 
timony trial, Boston’s ballisticians 
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are clearly not providing much help track- 
ing down shooters, either. Of the 248 BPD 
investigations into shooting murders 
since 1998, two-thirds remain officially 
unsolved.

hen Ric Ocasek last hit town, 
was touring his best solo album, 

1997’s Troublizing (Sony). this had 
been a Cars reunion, he would likely have 
been filling the Garden. was, was 
merely playing Cars songs with great, 
Cars-inspired band (which included Bad 
Religion guitarist Brian Baker, Hole bassist 
Melissa Auf der Maur, and Cars keyboardist 
Hawkes). The Paradise was barely half 
full. Does the band’s name really matter 
that much? 

Evidently, does. Rumors have been 
swirling about high-profile Cars reunion. 
that does happens, absurdly won’t in- 
clude Ocasek, who wrote virtually all the

heyday, Ocasek distinguished himself 
diehard music fan with somewhat left-of- 
center taste.

It’s funny, how differently two people 

can view $50,000. In November 2003, 
Eminem protégé Cent announced that 
four lucky fans would have chance be- 
come part G-Unit” when they bought 
his crew’s debut album, Beg for Mercy (Inter- 
scope). Hidden within special copies 
would “golden tickets” redeemable for 
one four spinning, diamond-encrusted 
G-Unit medallions, valued at $12,500 
apiece. few months later, Mississippi 
rapper and former Crooked Lettaz member 
David Banner unveiled his own golden- 
ticket contest: randomly inserted into the 
first 300,000 units his CD, MTAz: Bap- 
tized in Dirty Water (Universal), were five 
$10,000 certificates. The catch? Whether 
for themselves, a friend, or a family mem- 
ber, winners could use the money only to- 
ward paying for college education. 

Okay, maybe the way two guys the 
same profession can use the same amount 
money such utterly different ends 
more sad than funny. But it’s also com- 
pletely indicative the way that David 
Banner functions within today’s main- 
stream-rap game. Since arriving the 
scene 1999 half Mississippi duo 
Crooked Lettaz, Banner — born Lavell 
Crump, and himself college graduate 
with master’s degree education 
has quietly built reputation both

energetic, foul-mouthed and near- 
genius-level beatmaker. And though rap- 
per/producers are short supply, 
Banner’s raw talent has set him apart 
from and propelled him ahead his 
peers. What’s more, the man comes 
across having little-to-no ego, while 
maintaining seemingly immeasurable 
pride the state that raised him. Ban- 
ner himself put succinctly Mississippi: 
The Album (Universal): “I’m a man before 
I’m motherfuckin’ rapper.” 

Certified (Universal), the prolific 
Southemer’s third album many 
years, Banner shows both sides the 
man that is. Call the left side the 
Beast, because when Banner speaks from 
his heart, he growls, yelps, barks. He 
has uncanny ability shout seeming- 
ly tossed-off, blunt phrases that rattle 
around inside your head for days and 
leave you ponder. opener “Lost 
Souls” the first many Certified tracks 
feature Banner’s new guitar-laden 
mode production the man sounds 
conflicted, both jubilant and mournful, 
shouts out: “This for the ones 
who ain’t never had shit/That’s why we 
get crunk this bitch.” It’s different 
way view the crunk lifestyle, all strip- 
club’d and Grey Goose’d: not byprod- 
uct of wealth and decadence, but asa 
form escapism necessitated poverty 
and oppression. (After all, while Banner 
carries with the song, barely audible 
chorus emerges from the squall guitars, 
chanting, “Save our souls.”) This not 
say that the Beast need always so- 
cially conscious: two the album’s 
finest tracks the brutal “Gangster Walk” 
and synth-flossin’ “Ain’t Got Nothing” 
Banner and his crew revive gangsta 
walking, and explain young ladies 
that, well, they ain’t got nothing. 

The other half the Dichotomy 
Banner less easily explained and, until 
Certified, even less documented. the 
past, when Banner had tender feelings 
express, they were reserved for his grand- 
parents the M-I-Double Crooked Letter.

The Fiery Furnaces turn Grandma

It’s not unusual for pair siblings 
to create an outlandish fantasy world, 
but few are open about their strange 
daydreams and inside jokes Matt and 
Eleanor Friedberger, the NYC-based brother- 
and-sister team known the Fiery Fur- 
naces. Last year, Blueberry Boat (Rough Trade) 
tested listeners’ tolerance for wordy tales 
fruit piracy and lost dogs, babbled over 
kitchen-sink electro-blues arrangements 
that often thudded, squelched, and chimed 
toward the 10-minute mark. All that 
cliché-smashing was surprisingly catchy, 
and the disc became indie success story. 
Still, even fans who have learned 
expect the unexpected might thrown for 
loop the Furnaces’ Rehearsing Choir 
(Rough Trade, stores October 25), 
lection semi-fictionalized episodes from 
the life the Friedbergers’ 83-year-old 
grandmother, Olga brings this 
willfully duo close parody, but 
they don’t flinch, keeping mostly mum 
their matriarch’s spoken reminiscences 
provide the lion’s share vocals.

Performing the recent CMJ Music 
Marathon New York, Vancouver 
sextet the New Pornographers looked like 
anything but your typically trendy, self- 
conscious indie-rock band. Drummer Kurt 
Dahle wore the usual rock drummer’s 
shirt but his flailing arms and caffeinated 
stare recalled Jerry Lewis’s Nutty Profes- 
Keyboard player Kathryn Calder was 
pure Nashville frilly sleeveless top, 
while bassist John Collins stood motion- 
less most the night, hair falling over 
his face like dazed sheepdog. Lead 
singer-songwriter A.C. Newman looked 
the most out place, his close-cropped 
red hair and green-striped giving 
boyish Opie Taylor charm. Like nerds en- 
joying adult revenge, the New Pornogra- 
phers, who headline the Roxy October 11, 
proved that hip square. 

Newman once explained that likes 
Paul McCartney, but only Wings-era Mac- 
ca, not the Beatles.

RAN BLAKE FRIENDS 
NOIR EFFECTS 


It’s difficult think any jazz musician who does 
shows like the one pianist and composer Ran Blake gave 
with few his friends the Regattabar week ago 
last Wednesday. For one thing, there was sheer 
breadth: numbers including smattering Blake 
and his crew with pieces Ellington, Mal 
Ornette Coleman, Gunther Schuller, Ary Barroso 
(“Brazil”), and Charles Mingus. And they did all 
just under minutes, including intermission. 

But the unifying thread was film noir, abiding 
passion Blake’s, and film composers like Alex North 
and Bernard Hermann. Blake has long piayed variations 
noir themes when wasn’t writing his own, and 
the Regattabar the band alternated the “straight” num- 
bers with accompaniment short film scenes that 
were played silently small movie screen. Blake, 
guitarists David Fabris and Jonah Kraut, and trombonist 
Joel Yennior played the dark Preminger’s Whirlpool 
and Bunny Lake Missing (three scenes from the latter, 
each with Carol Lynley scurrying around the shad- 
ows), John Stahl’s Leave Her to Heaven, Hitchcock’s Vertigo 
(two scenes), Robert Siodmak’s The Spiral Staircase, and 
Fritz Lang’s Dr. Mabuse. printed program, complete 
with film credits, was distributed the door.) 

Maybe Blake would score entire film could 
but that wasn’t the point here. There were probably very 
few people the audience who were familiar with all 
the films. Instead, the band played off the intensity 
the silent narrative fragments particularly horrible 
scene from Leave Her to Heaven, where Gene Tierney watch- 
scene from Dr. Mabuse, for which Blake and the band 
played off Konrad Elfer’s expressionistic score; and, 
most familiar, Bernard Hermann’s cycling, obsessive

Blake’s conception easily fits common notions “movie 
music.” likes disembodied effects, sudden dynamic 
shifts, astringent and percussive dissonances, and lush, 
ambiguous chords that seem come straight out De- 
bussy, Ravel, and Messiaen. contrast these harmonies 
with flowing legato melody; entire musical narrative 
can shift sharply struck repeated single note. And few 
jazz pianists use the pedals like Blake, either damping 
chord letting sustain bleed from one passage the next. 

His cohort were like mind: Fabris with touch 
fuzz watery Hawaiian slack key; Kraut singing two 
pop-rock ballads, one written himself and one Bel- 
mont composer Emeen Zarookian; Yennior playing long 
high moans and plunger effects; Blake ruminating 
Hermann, Alex North, Ellington, and Carol Lynley. The 
show was release party for Blake and Fabris’s duo CD, 
Indian Winter (Soul Note). It’s tracks are action- 
packed the Regattabar show.

bum in Irish history), David Gray’s 
1999 disc White Ladder might've 
earned this Manchester, UK-born 
singer-songwriter an inaccurate 
Teputation. On that album Gray 
augmented his strummy, earnest 
ballads with homemade electronics 
and live-drummer acrobatics, 
which placed him alongside such 
future-folk practitioners as Beth Or- 
ton and Turin Brakes. Yet Gray's 
work since White Ladder (and its big 
hit, “Babylon”) has demonstrated 
how much more interested he is in 
the age-old verities of confessional 
songwriting than any fancy studio 
technique. For Life in Slow Motion, he 
hired Marius DeVries, who’s pro- 
duced records by Madonna and 
Bjork (and served as musical direc- 
tor on Baz Luhrmann’s Moulin 
Rouge), but he likely overpaid: very 
few of the tunes here betray any 
sign of the producer’s flashy handi- 
work, revolving instead around 
warm acoustic guitar and piano, 
which provide a familiar founda- 
tion for cozy meditations on perfect 
summer nights, new green leaves, 
and the stars above. A stately string 
section fancies up several cuts, but 
only in order to more fully realize 
Gray’s desire to become his genera- 
tion’s Van Morrison. He’s well on 
his way.

In “Get Busy Living or Get 
Busy Dying (Do Your Part To Save 
the Scene and Stop Going to 
Shows),” Wentz makes attempts to 
defend his scene against an on- 
slaught of imaginary critics.

The Seattle col- 
lective spreads love with vocoder, 
4/4 tempos, and unabashed musical 
fervor. U.S.E., their first full-length, 
kicks off with “It Is On!” a thrash- 
ing, chanting, French house-style 
number that jumps like a party for 
hire. “Open Your Eyes” keeps the 
groove flowing, while “Takin’ It All 
the Way” does indie-ballad in a 
boompty-boomp style. “If you want 
love,” they sing, “I’m the one to talk 
to.” It’s not all great: there should be 
no rapping (a la “Night Shift”), and 
there are one too many interludes 
that pad the disc. But if you like ro- 
bot vocals, do-doo-dooing, and elec- 
tronic hooks, no American ensemble 
brings it all together as well as Unit- 
ed States of Electronica. Thanks to 
incessant touring that honed their 
live show, U.S.E., which was origi- 
nally released three years ago as 
something of a homemade CD with 
no label imprint of any sort, has, 
thanks to much word of mouth, 
evolved into a successful, pro-look- 
ing introduction to the world of 
United States of Electronica.

One-man jam band Keller Williams 
is an eclectic clown with a live 
show that’s become one of the 
hottest tickets in the jam/folk 
scene, and Sight (recorded at Mr. 
Smalls in Pittsburgh) makes it clear 
that he’s loving every second. 
Dancing around the instrument- 
swamped stage with his sound- 
looping pedal, Williams winds his 
upbeat acoustic tunes through ec- 
centric arrangements, and yes, he 
even beatboxes. Between-song 
footage reveals Williams’s pen- 
chant for rollerblading and speak- 
ing gibberish. Despite covers like 
“Stormy Weather” and Ani DiFran- 
co’s “Swing,” he’s more interested 
in Phish-like absurdist wordplay 
(“Freeker by the Speaker”) and in- 
strumental pyrotechnics than sen- 
sitive folkie love songs. The guitar- 
slapping and other effects grow a 
bit tiresome, but you can always 
skip to the special features. Back- 
stage partying? More like some ex- 
cellent postshow bowling. Sex and 
drugs on the bus? More like Elvis 
impersonations (supplemented 
with fart noises) and a Guinness 
during one piano jamboree. His 
least sane moment is a mock 
workout video that is spliced into 
the middle of the show, but then 
again, there’s also some very 
rock-and-roll footage of Williams 
leading his ’86 punk band 
through the Ramones’ “Teenage 
Lobotomy.”

Rock since 1998.” Whatever that 
means or refers to, they are indeed 
one of the city’s few purveyors of a 
genre that was once called college 
rock — a style exemplified in the 
*8os and early ’90s by the Replace- 
ments and Superchunk. Although 
that sound has, for now, more or 
less gone the way of the buffalo, 
the four guys in *AM Stereo carry 
on the tradition proudly. On Can't, 
picking up where they left off on 
their first full-length, 2002's Suffo- 
cation Town, they wear their early 
alt-rock influences on their 
sleeves. But at a time during 
which most 'Sos-pilferers are cop- 
ping ideas from new wave bands, 
the Dinosaur Jr. riffs here sound 
fresh. And regardless of influence, 
all three singer-songwriters — gui- 
tarists Brooke Fletcher and Jeff 
Ahearn and bassist Steve Crotty 
take turns as frontman — know 
how to pen a good tune. Big power 
chords give way to untamed guitar 
leads; desperation and sincerity 
give way to sarcasm and self-de- 
preciation; and like any good “dis- 
aster rock” band, *AM Stereo al- 
ways sound as though they could 
fall apart at any moment. They 
never do.

elegant scolding frames Good Night, and 
Good Luck, George Clooney’s meticulous and 
stirring account the duel between broad- 
cast journalist Edward R. Murrow (David 
Strathairn) and Red-baiter Senator Joseph 
McCarthy (played himself, via archival 
news footage). Celebrated féte 1958 
for his career achievements, Murrow turns 
the network-news broadcasters honoring 
him. “This will probably one any 
good,” begins, and concludes con- 
demning the new medium for selling out 
its potential, folding political and com- 
mercial pressure, and becoming tool “to 
distract, delude, amuse, and insulate us.” 

five decades later, with the quality 
news ranging from Fox frivolous, Mur- 
wood take the slack? could worse 
than this film. With exhilarating assurance, 
detail, and immediacy, Clooney recreates 
the swirl events behind handful 
programs Murrow’s CBS series See Now. 

In 1953, with McCarthy seemingly un- 
stoppable, Murrow ran exposé Air 
Force officer thrown out the service be- 
cause his father was suspected reading 
subversive newspaper. When that show 
proved a success, Murrow followed up with 
one attacking the senator directly, using 
news footage his own statements un- 
dermine him. Finally, invited McCarthy 
make rebuttal the program; proved 
such naked display his bullying tactics 
that was discredited and his reign 
terror virtually brought end. 

Sounds like lot speechifying, and 
in black and white to boot, with no violence 
except off-screen suicide, and sex ex- 
cept for hush-hush office romance (Robert 
Downey Jr. and Patricia Clarkson secretly 
wed CBS employees Joe and Shirley Wer- 
shba). But Clooney keeps the intensity high 
with overlapping sound and roving cam- 
era reminiscent 1970s Altman indeed, 
and his crew evince some the 
anarchic hilarity buttoned-down 
unit. And though not single 
scene exterior and much the footage 
archival, the atmosphere electric, not 
stuffy; it’s world compressed inside 
kinescope tube. 


The dour image this world Stra- 
thairn’s Murrow. Except for his badinage 
with his producer, legend Fred Friendly 
(Clooney), and other colleagues, this the 
the eloquent script, the rapier- 
like cigarette, and the aquiline stare into 
the camera.

Like the kind news Murrow embodied, 
Good Night more about issues than emotions, 
style more than personality. It’s reminder 
time when journalists challenged 
authority rather than defended it, drew 
indignation rather than self-righteous- 
ness, promoted clarity instead deceit. 
for now good night, and good luck.

Edward Murrow did things that broadcast 
journalists today wouid never dream 
like smoke cigarettes the air. 

“It was like another finger, just this finger 
always kept lit,” says David Strathairn, who won 
the Best Actor Award the Venice Film Festival 
for his uncanny portrayal of the legendary news- 
man George Good Night, and Good 
Luck. “It was always there, seems; they said 
they never saw him without it.” 

Strathairn found the constant 
puffing a challenge. To spare himself and the 
rest the cast and crew, had the cigarettes 
rolled with a pleasantly aromatic pipe tobacco. 
And, didn't inhale. was just part the 
process by which he re-created the exterior of his 
subject. “! watched a lot of actual broadcast, just 
over and over, and read a lot about it. It was my 
responsibility least replicate his movements. 
So | just read a lot and smoked a lot too.” 

for progressive political ideas 
and fervent belief free speech and objective 
reporting, Strathairn, admitted liberal, had 
problem adopting those aspects his character. 
Nor audiences, apparently: from standing 
ovation the Venice festival screening for 
students Tufts University that was held just 
the night before this interview, the overwhelm- 
ing majority viewers have been enthusiastic.

These are lean times, it seems, for local 
film festivals and filmmakers. The Boston 
Film Festival, coming age its 21st 
year, endured change management 
and drastic reduction the number 
films. The New England Film Video Fes- 
tival, always more solid lower-profile 
affair, has apparently suffered similar set- 
backs this era diminished cultural 
investment. the festival enters its 
year, the offerings, least those made 
available for screening, have gotten lit- 
tle thin, suggesting that resources for lo- 
cal independent filmmakers and those 
who support them have declined. 

Some filmmakers have been able 
scratch together decent budget, such 
Jason Yee, whose Edge Darkness Dark 
Warrior (October pm) has tony look 
and dynamic edge due part cine- 
matographer Stephen Maing (his 
short Dear Hearts won the NEF&V Best 
Fest Award in 2003). Too bad Yee’s script

formulaic and predictable martial arts flick 
about Bruce Lee type, played Yee, re- 
leased from Walpole and suspected the 
cops slicing his former cohort with 
sword.

the other end the spectrum Chris 
Bentley’s debut feature Awake (October 9, 
8:15 pm). Made for $2,000 with a crew of 
two, the film compensates for its threadbare 
budget with sly writing and fine perform- 
ances. Bentley shows talent for exposi- 
tion, subtly and suspensefully disclosing 
the plight Awake’s unassuming hero and 
first-person narrator, pill-popping middle- 
aged techy computer firm who either 
paranoid, crooked, or both. Bentley’s con- 
trol tone marks him talent watch. 
The strength local filmmaking, how- 
ever, has not been features but documen- 
taries. Two shorts, Federico Muchnik’s 
Touching History and Elizabeth O’Brien Gard- 
ner’s Our (both screen October 3:30 
pm), chronicle assaults beloved local in- 
stitutions. Muchnik’s tight-knit film ex- 
plores the battle between the Tasty, the- 
famed Harvard Square diner, and Cam- 
bridge Savings Bank. Guess who won? 
Gardner takes look another showdown, 
this between Cardinal Law and Father Wal- 
ter Cuenin, the popular pastor Our Lady 
Help of Christians Church in Newton, over 
the priest abuse scandal. Demanding ac- 
countability, Cuenin seemed to get it, as 
the film ends with Law’s 
Recently, 
though, the hierarchy 
dismissed Cuenin from 
his post. Ensconced 
the Vatican, Law seems 
have had the last laugh. 
Our Lady’s has flaw, 
it’s lack balance: one 
from the archdiocese gets 
give its side. That’s not 
problem with Jeremy 
Levine’s Walking the Line 
(October pm) based 
on what I was able to see, 
the Best the Fest. 
first the film seems 
mockumentary fol-

King Lear ASP; Theater District SpeakEasy

S King Lear, 80-year-old Alvin 
Epstein proves himself the little 
engine that could. Diminutive 
but spry, beneath flying spray 

white hair, Epstein cocky, 
muscular Lear full scathing fury (watch 
him try tamp down) that turns tyran- 
nical teary and finally quite dotty, the 
little old king trots the fields near 
baggy diaper. Having played the Fool Or- 
son Welles’s 1956 king and Gloucester to F. 
Murray Abraham’s American Repertory 
Theatre, the always-a-bridesmaid-never-a- 
bride Epstein finally takes the veil and 
shows he’s (in the Bard’s words) “worth the 
whistle.” Moreover, has moments 
when he forces Jennie Israel’s substantial 
Goneril the ground with the force his 
curse or when, recognizing Cordelia, he vi- 
olently lurches himself forward kneel 
her feet that startle. 

Patrick Swanson the helm the Ac- 
tors’ Shakespeare Project production (at 
College Fine Arts’ Studio 102 through Oc- 
tober 23), which is not only long (three anda 
half hours) but also long ideas. Among 
these notions, more interesting than out- 
landish, that Lear is, the beginning, 
generous dad who thoroughly enjoying 
the game passing out his kingdom like 
party favors those who deliver appropri- 
ately loving encomiums. Here, following 
daringly long scene which the court nerv- 
ously awaits its temperamental monarch, 
Epstein, having followed his coronet 
stately stair, skittles back and forth between 
the throne, where listens brightly his 
elder daughters’ recitations of devotion, and 


large map exposed the rolling 
Oriental rug, where ceremoniously 
marks out divisions before delivering little 
deeds done ribbon. The guy likes his 
pomp, sure, but he’s not unloving. 
And, making a joke of his unburdened 
“crawl toward death,” clearly has idea 
he’s giving away all. This Lear will contin- 
ue, until exiled the heath lose both his 
mind and his ability negotiate, 
wheedling and whittling the illusion 
his daughters’ affection. 

Another audacious conception that 
loyal servant Kent, who banished the 
first scene, then returns in disguise as his 
sovereign’s protector, presented, the 
expert Allyn Burrows, antic well 
steadfast character who quite enjoys his 
(French) camouflage. And though Lear (who 
may referring Cordelia) lists his “fool” 
as “hanged,” I’ll even buy Swanson’s varia- 
tion why the saucy truth teller represent- 
Ken Cheeseman baseball cap em- 
blazoned “Fool” checks out act three. 
Certainly this superimposition the script 
brings home the danger Lear’s madness, 
making him something geriatric 
fatally misfiring through the arras. 

Actors’ Shakespeare Project, the brain- 
child ART veteran Benjamin Evett and 
manned capable contingent Boston 
actors, got off propitious start last sea- 
son, offering trio productions that em- 
phasized text over gimmick and gimcrack. 
This continues Lear which everyone 
understands what she saying and 
delivers the words with clarity well 
the requisite thunder, corrosiveness, or 


pathos. And speaking thunder: keep- 
ing with ASP’s commitment text over 
trumpery, the stormy cacophony upon the 
heath and later the metallic sound bat- 
tle Dover (through which blinded 
Gloucester staggers dazed) are rendered by 
R2-D2-ish overhead contraption that in- 
couple clanging garbage cans. 

With just one season under its belt, ASP 
shows lot moxie opening its second 
with the Bard’s monumental, some would 
say unscalable tragedy even given the re- 
turn-of-the-king presence Epstein, es- 
teemed performer whose career landmarks 
include the American premieres Waiting for 
Godot and Endgame, and who barely missed 
beat when he left ART for New York, draw- 
ing acclaim Tuesdays with Morrie and, for 
his Nagg Endgame, New paean 
the poetry his Marcel Marceau-trained 
hands. Thankfully, the ASP production, if 
firmer the studied beginning than the 
wind-racked and bloody middle, solid 
accomplishment. also introduces the 
general public atmospheric playing 
space BU’s College Fine Arts replete 
with staircase and stone fireplace, its floor 
carpeted David production 
design soil-evoking wood chips. 

With Lear’s harsh discovery “unac- 
commodated man” and Gloucester’s fatalis- 
tic assertion that “as flies wanton boys, 
are th’ gods, They kill for their 
sport,” Lear Shakespeare’s bleakest, most 
existential work. ASP finds humor amid 
the bleakness while acknowledging the 
play’s merciless modernity. Evett, par- 
ticular, presents an ironic, self-reflexive 


Edmund, Gloucester’s treacherous son, to 
whose flamboyant persona he also brings a 
sheepish sexuality. Israel is a formidable 
Goneril, whereas Paula Langton couches 
Regan’s negotiation with her father 
ameliorative softness that makes her later 
bloodthirstiness more shocking. Colin Lane 
is a soldierlike Gloucester, who proves as 
judge his progeny Lear. Sarah 
Newhouse’s Cordelia is not without 
shrewish gumption when departing her 
unctuous siblings. With Lear, though, she 
all terse tenderness, and the pair’s re- 
union brought tears to my eyes, as it al- 
ways does in this cruelest and most heart- 
breaking family dramas. 


It would be unfair to expect Richard 
Kramer’s Theater District to be more 

than a hillock next to the mountain that is 
Lear. But the sharply written, tenderheart- 
comedy, being given its East Coast pre- 
miere by SpeakEasy Stage Company (at the 
Roberts Studio Theatre in the Calderwood 
Pavilion through October 29), extends the 
concept of family beyond what was dreamt 
Shakespeare’s philosophy. And Wes 
Savick’s production, which features NYPD 
Blue actor Bill Brochtrup, minimalist set 
by Jenna McFarland, and multimedia 
trimmings Erin Turner, arty enough 
avoid the whiff movie that other- 
wise might emit from writer best known 
for his contributions thirtysomething, 
So-Called Life, and the PBS series based on 
Armistead Maupin’s Tales the City. 

Brochtrup plays actor-turned-chic-eatery- 
operator George, who lives with lawyer 
Kenny. Kenny’s 15-year-old son, Wesley, has 
recently left the abode his driven book- 
editor mom and ophthalmologist stepfather 
come live with Kenny and George above 
the restaurant, which is smack in the mid- 
dle Manhattan’s theater district prime 
turf for showbiz jokes and thematic motif 
that evokes the 1959 flick The Nun’s Story. 
Though Kenny too busy shepherding the 
cause every gay organization the city 
spend much time with Wesley, George 
proves the most able the bright, confused 
kid’s co-parents until loaded question 
(Is sexual orientation a choice?) followed by 
gay-bashing forces prejudices well buried 
beneath liberal urban veneer the surface. 

Though the restaurant bits are redolent 
Fully Committed, Kramer’s one-liners are clever 
and copious, yet don’t get the way his 
well-meaning characters. call the 
minute play (which comes without commer- 
cials!) merely entertaining would sell 
short, given the subtext, and it’s deepened 
the suggestive projections and the sensitive 
performances by Brochtrup and the Elijah 
Wood-ish Edward Tournier as Wesley. The 
play’s Achilles’ heel its rendering remote, 
issue-dodging cause-supporting Kenny, 
who, least Liam alternately 
wooden and explosive rendering, seems un- 
worthy of either George’s or Wesley's devo- 
tion. There are, however, deft performances 
Melinda Lopez Wesley’s literary groupie 
amom, Barlow Adamson her calming 
spouse, and Neil Casey the fuming 
who has known George since their 
days nags Equus. The jokes are amusing 
if glib, but it’s the life embrace that lifts 
Theater District out television district.

Aunt Ester, the spiritual center 

August Wilson’s oeuvre, who’s allud- 
several plays before being made 
magisterial flesh in Gem of the Ocean, is said 
to have lived 365 years, her birth coincid- 
ing with the arrival the first African 
slaves American shores. such claim 
will made for playwright Wilson, who 
died Sunday, liver cancer. But the 
two-time Pulitzer winner’s immortality is 
assured remarkable cycle plays 
chronicling decade decade the African- 
American experience the century 
language redolent jazz and the blues, 
spoken characters who sometimes ram- 
ble like the plays but who are indelible 
Wilson himself: soft-spoken racon- 


teur porter’s cap, writing, listening, 
and smoking (when that was allowed) in 
restaurants, among them the now-defunct 
Ann’s near the Huntington Theatre 
Company, where seven Wilson works set 
down their odysseys toward Broadway. 
It is uncanny that the prolific drama- 
tist died just months after bringing his 
cycle fruition with Radio Golf, which 
had its world premiere Yale Repertory 
Theatre April. will not able 
hone that one did the others, fol- 
lowing them from regional theater 
regional theater, armed with his keen ear 
and rewriting implement. But what 
singular achievement the cycle is: only 
Eugene O’Neill dreamed such thing, 
Dispossessors, Self-Dispossessed and only 
made through play and half. 
course, there nothing self-dispossessed 
about the colorful denizens Wilson’s 
world, which centered Pittsburgh’s 
Hill District where grew and which 
invokes the introduction his best

drama, Joe Turner’s Come and Gone. 

“It is August in Pittsburgh, 1911,” 
Wilson begins. “The sun falls out 
heaven like stone. The fires the steel 
mill rage with combined sense 
industry and progress.” Like moths 
that flame, “From the deep and the near 
South the sons and daughters newly 
freed African slaves wander into the city. 
Isolated, cut off from memory, having 
forgotten the names the gods and 
only guessing their faces, they arrive 
dazed and stunned, their heart kicking 
their chest with song worth singing. 
They arrive carrying Bibles and guitars, 
their pockets lined with dust and fresh 
hope, marked men and women seeking 
to scrape from the narrow, 
crooked cobbles and the 
fiery blasts the coke fur- 
nace way bludgeoning 
and shaping the malleable 
parts themselves into 
new identity free men 
definite and sincere worth.” 

They are looking for 
way, Wilson says, “to give 
clear and luminous mean- 
ing the song which 
both wail and whelp 
joy.” Indeed the theme 
his work pick out and 
preserve the tunes, individ- 
ual and communal, with 
which African Americans, 
shedding vital parts their 
culture, migrated north. 
From Aunt Ester’s parlor 
1905-set Gem of the Ocean to 
the urban-redevelopment 
office 1997-set Radio 
where successful black 
businessmen debate whether build 
history bulldoze it, Wilson’s char- 
acters improvise blues-driven talk- 
music that smacks upward strug- 
gle through hard times, disenfranchise- 
ment, family conflict, self-sabotage, 
and storytelling. 

Not all Wilson’s works live 
their characters and conversation. But 
the plays, several of which are intercon- 
nected, form powerful journey through 
the sparse yards, warm kitchens, and 
neighborhood haunts where commu- 
nity (particularly its men) comes 
define itself terms rich culture 
and scarred history. Surely Rainey, 
Fences, and The Piano Lesson will take their 
places the canon. And Come 
and Gone, with its smell of transience and 
biscuits and its powerful evocation 
the Middle Passage, among the hand- 
ful great American dramas. 
alone Wilson’s reputation will come up, 
the words the play’s Bynum 
Walker, “shining like new money.”

BOSTON CINDERELLA 


When you come right down to it, 

Cinderella is a fairy tale about shoes. 
Girl gets shoes, girl loses shoe, guy finds shoe, 
guy searches high and low for the girl who can 
wear the shoe, and who, if he needs confirma- 
tion, has the matching one stashed away in 
her apron pocket. 

Shoes set the direction of the choreography in 
Boston Ballet's new Cinderella, opening October 
13 for a 10-day run at the Wang Theatre. !n her 
first scenes, Cinderella dances barefoot — which, 
as ballerina Larissa Ponomarenko explained at a 
recent Boston University lecture demonstration, 
means she has to develop protective calluses in 
time for opening night. Her fairy godmother pro- 
vides the famous glass slippers (in actuality, a 
pair of satin pointe shoes). After she loses one of 
them trying to make her curfew, she spends most 
of the rest of the ballet in a lopsided state, one 
shoe on and one shoe off, the pointe shoe that 
would betray her secret covered with a sock. For 
his part, the Prince spends most of Act III meet- 
ing women who wear wooden shoes, riding boots, 
and ice skates. No go. 

Boston Ballet mounts productions of 
Cinderella every few years, set to the ravishing 
Sergei Prokofiev score. Early in his tenure as

Zhang Huan blurs the line between performance and “fine” art the MFA

“MY BOSTON”

THROUGH JANUARY 16 AT THE MUSEUM OF 
FINE ARTS, BOSTON 


All day the sky had been threatening 
rain from sunless overcast, but only 
when several hundred people gathered 
week ago last Monday the front 
lawn the MFA’s west wing for Zhang 
Huan’s performance Boston did the 
showers start. Then there were the badly 
behaved dogs. Boston began with nine 
dog owners marching their leashed ca- 
nines mostly pedigrees, with couple 
mutts several times around multi- 
tiered mountain used books. 

The processional, given ceremonial im- 
portance loud rhythmic chant coming 
from nearby speaker, began orderly but 
quickly deteriorated one the huskies 
attempted.to devour the Boston terrier just 
ahead it. Held back only rope collar 
and owner who weighed little more 
than her dog, the husky and the im- 
pending bloodbath distracted attention 
from the apparition few yards away. 
naked man, Zhang Huan, was emerging 
from the surrounding hedges. Hairless, 
muscular, and dark, looked like huge 
salamander slowly crawled along the 
manicured lawn, gripping the grass 
were scaling rock face. moved slow- 
for reason: tied each his ankles 
was six-foot trail books. 

Eventually the dog march stopped, and 
each the owners leashed his her ani- 
mal preassigned bundle volumes 
the base the book mountain. The ani- 
mals were supposed remain there for the 
duration, but the terrier had other ideas, as 
did the retriever. After several attempts 
secure the terrier its books, the owner 
finally allowed sit her lap for the rest 
the show. The retriever barked and reared 
for the remaining half-hour. 

Having traversed the lawn his belly, 
Zhang lay his back the foot flag- 
pole, whereupon what looked like two art- 
school students hurriedly covered his body 
books; they reminded kids you see 
scrambling retrieve tennis balls the 
Open. Slowly and with effort, Zhang stood 
up, expressionless and poised, and began 
shimmying the flagpole, feat all the 
more remarkable because the downpour 
and the lengths books that remained at- 


tached his ankles. When Zhang reached 
the halfway point the metal pole, the 
trailing books were entirely off the ground. 
The artist paused. that pause lived the 
second instance genuinely dramatic im- 
age the first having been his original 
emergence from the hedges and found 
myself thinking how much more engaging 
Boston will document after the 
fact than was experience. 

Robert Frost used say that the test 
poet wasn’t the delivery great lines 
much the strength the connective 
tissue that got you them. Zhang Huan, 
least this occasion, devoted little atten- 
tion the connective tissue. The casual 
clothes the dog walkers and student 
helpers, not mention the comportment 
the animals, seemed inconsistent with 
the ceremonial, ritual nature the work. 
And the comportment the animals obvi- 
ously had been left chance. Meanwhile, 
other elements were predictable, such 
the huge green bound book the top the 
pile with large circular hole cut into its 
middle. was inevitable that when Zhang 
got the top his mountain, he’d stick 
his head through the hole and wear the 
book like (dog?) collar. 

The haphazard narrative made Boston 
less performance than photo shoot. 
When Zhang lay lower tier the 
mound books, and his assistants stacked 
volumes his prostrate body, was noth- 
ing hadn’t already seen. There was 
suspense when “smoke” poured out from 
the surrounding books while lay motion- 
less and weighed down; was simply an- 
other element documentary project that 
audience had been invited witness. 

Both the strengths and shortcomings 
Boston raise interesting questions 
about the temporal center Zhang’s art. 
Boston performance like theater 
music, event unfolding real time 
graph, or, for that matter, poem? 
Zhang, who studied painting and didn’t 
take performance until 1992, remains, 
ironically, closer his former studio than 
his current stagings: his art isn’t 
much concerned with experience with 
the record that experience. 

I’m not sure seek out another Zhang 
Huan performance anytime soon, but 
will make point see the next photo 
installation. His performance Boston 
occurred conjunction with exhibit 
photographs taken performance 
staged 2002 Hamburg, Germany.

the end Boston, unleashed (and for- 
tunately calm and well-behaved) Labrador 
retriever met the artist’s genitalia muzzle 
level. And least two the pictures 
“Seeds Hamburg,” the rock doves feed 
from the area his crotch, introducing 
not pain, least danger. 

the far edges number the pho- 
tos, can see audience members who wit- 
nessed Zhang’s version dinner theater 
the shadowy back head, man taking 
photograph. They could have been edited 
out for cleaner, more formal appearance, 
and it’s telling that they weren’t. Zhang 
Huan’s unique stamp pictorial recording 
artist lies partly his requirement live 
audience, not much perform for, 
the usual sense, charged by. The 
stateliness and mystery delivers his 
enigmatic tableaux vivants function 
those onlookers they’re evidence the 
“live” event, and they weren’t necessary, 
why bother?

Through meticulous research, Charles 
R. Cross, who also wrote the Kurt Cobain 
biography Heaven (Hyperion), 
has blown away the hearsay lazily sus- 
tained earlier Hendrix books. Cross 
based much Room Full Mirrors more 
than 300 interviews with Hendrix’s asso- 
ciates, family, and early caretakers 
many whom had never been formally 
interviewed. His doggedness even led 
the discovery the lost gravesite Hen- 
drix’s mother, Lucille. Contrast this with 
the last prominent Hendrix biography, 
British journalist Charles Shaar Murray’s 
1989 Crosstown Traffic (St. Martin’s Press), 
which largely bonehead-

ents his playmates who often fed him and 
let him sleep their homes while his father 
spent nights gambling and boozing ben- 
ders. dad, Hendrix was something 
though not much physically 
psychologically abusive. and his son 
never really made peace before Jimi died. 

Whether Jimi was rightly busted for 
stealing car was just joy-riding with 
the wrong teens isn’t clear, but his deci- 
sion join the army was clinched when 
was given the choice enlistment 
juvenile hall.

Despite his self-made military discharge, 
Hendrix considered himself veteran and 
was, notwithstanding his lust for drugs and 
free love, politically conservative. took is- 
sue with anti-war protesters and, matter 
how trippy his patriotic explanation his 
“Star Spangled Banner” performance 
Woodstock seemed, was sincere. 

Most important the matter Hen- 
drix’s death his London flat. After 
years speculation whether ambu- 
lance attendants could have kept him alive, 
it’s obvious Jimi was deceased when they ar- 
rived, and, indeed, when Monika Danne- 
mann awoke next him and called the Ani- 
mals’ Eric Burdon, who rushed over re- 
move drugs from the apartment. Until his 
death, Hendrix’s story could have been 
penned Horatio Alger. Now least it’s 
been accurately written.

But was playing more for complex 
rhythmic articulation and intricate layers 
mood than just for tonal And 
where the music needed beautiful, 
was plenty beautiful. 

The Major suite might have been the 
most familiar piece, since it’s the one 
which collaborated with choreographer 
Mark Morris (who called his dance Falling 
Down Stairs). The Prélude begins with large 
annunciation, veers off into more person- 
kind musing (not without some irony), 
then builds intense buzz, with big 
finish (which triggered round applause 
Ma’s later, more tempered gesturing kept 
this end-of-movement interruption from 
recurring). The dances that followed 
buoyant Allemande; forward-leaping, 
flowing Courante; meditative Sarabande; 
double Bourrée, major-minor dialogue 
with itself; and jaunty (in English: 
“jig”) became the templates, the arche- 
types, against which could measure the 
surprising variants Bach could wring from 
similar dance movements the later suites. 

the Minor (with the string tuned 
notch), everything darker, qui- 
eter, more thoughtful, more melancholy, 
and more stately —except for the hum- 
mingbirdlike fast section the final Gigue, 
perhaps the most brilliant moment all 
the suites. The Major was composed for 
instrument with five strings, com- 
pounding the challenges for the player 
standard four-string cello challenges 
met with seeming effortlessness. Coming 


after the darker-toned Minor, and after 
intermission, the Major was all elegance, 
delicacy, and playfulness, though both the 
polyphony and the harmonies are more 
complex, the rhythms more syncopated. 

For all the contrasts, the endless nuances 
phrasing (“God the details!”), 
never lost central pulse. Three pieces for 
solo one player, one instrument; 
yet what fulfilling ex- 
periences: powerful, delightful, seductive, 
and moving.

This was happy idea. preconcert 
press conference, Levine said didn’t 
want repeat what he’d done last season, 
which opened with one the major mon- 
uments Western music, Mahler’s heav- 
en-storming Eighth Symphony, the 
Symphony Thousand. This time, got 
four less demanding, more purely entertain- 
ing pieces, mostly rebels and innovators, 
expressing the remarkable diversity 
igth- and 2oth-century French culture: 
Berlioz’s flamboyant High Romantic and 
heroic Corsaire Overture, suggested 
Byronic adventures (1852); Debussy’s insin- 
uating and coolly erotic “poéme dansé” Jeux 
(1912), commissioned Diaghilev for 
ballet choreographed and danced 
Nijinsky about tennis “threesome”; 
Milhaud’s irresistibly rhythmic, sit-still-if- 
you-can tribute Brazilian sambas, 
boeuf sur toit (“The the Roof” —the 
title popular song Milhaud discovered 
in Rio [1919]); and Saint-Saéns’s grand 
Symphony No. Minor, the orgasmic 
Organ Symphony (1886), guest organist 
Simon Preston giving Symphony Hall’s 
newly refurbished organ splendid workout.

The Berlioz started with bang, alter- 
nating shivering rapid-note exhilaration 
with soaring melody. All evening, the brasses 
excelled. The Milhaud practically trum- 
pet concerto — Thomas Rolfs at the center 
the frequently returning rondo section 
(this one the few tunes the piece ac- 
tually invented Milhaud). Controversial 
principal trumpet Charles Schlueter, who 
didn’t play the opening concert, has evi- 
dently announced his retirement the end 
the 2006 Tanglewood season. The Saint- 
Saéns crowd pleaser, not making exces- 
sive intellectual demands and leaning 
heavily Liszt, Beethoven, and Schubert 
(the ominously stealthy beginning the 
Unfinished Symphony is a major motif), 
but also artful and compelling, with the cr- 
gan making the whole hall vibrate even be- 
fore its climactic thundering outburst. 

For my money, the masterpiece on the 
program was Jeux, which Levine had never 
led before because it’s hard piece place 
program, not because doesn’t love it. 
says learned from Pierre Boulez, who 
has been its longtime champion. Debussy 
evidently didn’t like Nijinsky’s choreography, 
yet he’s filled the score with suggestive and 
teasing details lurking behind luminous 
veils sound, until the “game” erupts into 
a lubricious waltz (Debussy, let’s not forget, 
composed the most famous French waltz, 
Levine got the orchestra capture 
both Debussy’s mysterious evanescence 
and the harder-core emotional volleying. 
was triumph perhaps more dramatic 
not more ravishing unsettling than 
Boulez. The entire concert was triumph 
technical bravura and inspired planning. 

At the press conference, BSO manager 
Mark Volpe announced two new marketing 
strategies for the “harder”— and harder- 
sell—contemporary pieces Levine com- 
mitted conducting: the maestro himself 
will the preconcert talks (his passion 
infectious), and anyone who wants to come 
back for second hearing can exchange 
ticket stub the box office for another 
ticket half price any seats are left. 


Oboist Peggy Pearson’s Winsor Music 

opened its season Lexington’s Follen 
Church with appealing work fresh 
context Brahms’s big Opus Serenade 
for Orchestra, reconstruction close 
original conception for nine 
string and wind instruments (using the 
later combination oboe and clarinet rather 
than the original two clarinets).

you had told Eve Bridburg the 
century that Street Writ- 
ers the non-degree-granting fiction 
workshops she founded 1997 would 
become the locus Boston’s belles-let- 
tres, she wouldn’t have believed you. She 
taught small groups modest spaces for 
the love it. She had grand designs 
establish humming hive, smack 
the middle downtown Boston, for 
writers both established and aspiring. 
But after eight years struggle, growing 
fits and starts, Street, Inc. has 
joined the ranks other well-respected 
literary hubs like the Loft Minneapolis 
and the Richard Hugo House Seattle. 
Part literary commune, part MFA-type 
training ground, it’s become this city’s 
center for those who write seriously, 
who wish to. 

Newly ensconced spacious head- 
quarters overlooking Boston Common, re- 
established nonprofit whose hunger 
grow financially robust has redoubled 


-and whose board peopled with literary 


luminaries, Street has indeed tran- 
scended its humble beginnings. More 
than just place get the sort inten- 
sive personal writing instruction that 
and MFA programs often can’t 
provide, it’s become the all-purpose help 
center and social core the city’s writing 
community. 

“Boston has this great literary history, 
but feel like all the other art forms get 
more attention these days,” Bridburg 
says. “This place thick with writers. 
want get people realize who’s living 
down the street from them, and what 
they’ve been working their pajamas 
for the last three years.” 


THE WRITE FIT 
Eve Bridburg has founded internation- 
bookstore the Czech Republic and 
farmed commune Oregon. When she 
arrived Boston for grad school BU, 
she didn’t figure she’d sticking around 
for long. But after getting her degree 
1996, she teamed with classmate Julie 
Rold try something new. She wanted 
teach fiction, and she wanted 
her way. The two struck upon the idea 
intensive workshops tailored people 
who don’t have the time money for 
traditional degree programs. 

The name Grub Street was meant 
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emphasize the workshops’ street-level 
ethos, teaching outside the halls 
academe, with doors open anyone 
young old, rich poor, aspiring 
craft high literature bang out pulp 
fiction. the beginning, there were just 
handful students and two instruc- 
tors, with fiction the only offering. But 
within a couple of years there were nearly 
100 students learning poetry, screenwrit- 
ing, creative nonfiction, and playwriting 
more than dozen teachers. Grub 
ee Street even had a success story early on, 
with the publication, 1998, Fiction 

enrollee Jamie Katz’s mystery novel, Dead 

(HarperCollins). Things were go- 
ing gangbusters. 

“It really organically took off pretty 
quickly,” says Bridburg, “as communi- 
ty, opposed profitable business. 

never made much money.” There was 
the rub. 2001, after having two 
children close succession, Bridburg 

she “just couldn’t afford 
anymore.” she thought about clos- 
ing shop. But when word got out, the 
torrent supportive outcry from stu- 
dents past and present surprised her. 
its short life, Grub Street had become 
acommunity, fostering friendships 
and even marriages. For many, had 
become indispensable. 

Bridburg considered handing the 
reigns over someone 
else.

Cantonese treats for Chinese and Americans alike 


BROOK GRIFFIN 


Hei Moon, like its parent, China Pearl, 
serves dim sum daily until pm, thena 
variety Cantonese, Szechuan, and 
Chinese-American food. But unlike China 
Pearl, and despite being slightly outside 
Chinatown proper, Hei Moon puts its 
Cantonese face forward. The lengthy all- 
Chinese take-out menu the first I’ve seen 
Boston. The bilingual take-out menu, 
appetizers and rice plates. 

This dichotomy became even clearer 
first visit, when ordered eight- 
delights hot pot with tofu ($9.95) and 
had only fried triangles tofu amid squid, 
shrimp, scallops, black mushrooms, scal- 
lions, a few whole cloves of garlic, anda 
few slices ginger. was served sand 
pot, and with the first cold snap fall, 
was wonderfully enticing. But I’d never be- 
fore had eight-delights hot pot that 
lacked something weird and gelatinous 
fish maw, sea cucumber, something like 
that. was certain that despite obvious 
focus the Cantonese seafood menu, 
Caucasian face had earned censored 
version the authentic dish. 

Chinese-American friend read the Chinese 
menu and order take-out over the phone 
Cantonese. A voice of common sense asks, 
“If was your friend, why didn’t you just 


take the friend with you 
the restaurant for an- 
other visit?” That’s almost 
silly question as, 
“Why, after all these 
years complaining 
about how hard get 
real Chinese food Chi- 
natown, don’t you just 
hire translator?” 

Because that wouldn’t 
diabolical enough, 
Holmes! wanted see 
the same hot pot or- 
dered over the phone 
Cantonese, presumably 
for Chinese-American 
customer, was different 
than what was served 
same restaurant the 
night before. 

Anti-climax! got 
the same hot pot, same 
price, still very 
plastic foam container. 
However, some our 
take-out dishes were sim- 
ply not offered English, 
or were different, or were 
priced differently. 

For example, the Eng- 
lish menu offers one 
old favorites, pork- 
and-mustard-green 
soup, starting at $5.50. 
the Chinese take-out menu, the dish, 
various sizes, $7.50, $12.50, and $18, 
but also includes salty duck eggs. The 
pieces egg are really salty, but they gar- 
nish the chicken-pork stock wonderfully, 
and course the pieces sliced pork and 
bright-green mustard have always offered 
refreshing contrast. 

ordered spicy-salted shrimp 
($13.95) our sit-down meal, without speci- 
fying shell-on -off. They came shelled, 
which was okay, and fresh from the frying, 
with the salt and little the pepper the 
light breading, but most the heat from 
jalapeno slices among the scallions scattered 
top. This pricey dish (the calamari 
version only $8.95), but large portion 
irresistible fried seafood.
